Darren Farm 
developers to 
work with 
residents’ group 
following MP’s 
intervention 


VALE MP Alun 
Cairns has brought 
together Cowbridge 
and Llanblethian 
Residents’ Group 
and the managing 
director of Taylor 
Wimpey South 
Wales, Campbell 
Gregg, to provide 
an opportunity to 
discuss continuing 
issues at the Taylor 
Wimpey Darren 
Farm development. 

Phase one of the 
construction of 475 
new homes has already 
commenced at Darren 
Farm in Cowbridge. 

The residents’ group 
approached Mr Cairns 
following concerns that 
the colour of the stone 
used by the developers 
does not resemble the 
pre-approved grey col¬ 
our, which is in keeping 
with the current style of 
housing in Cowbridge. 

The meeting provided 
an opportunity for 
residents to outline their 
concerns relating to the 
development directly 
with Taylor Wimpey and 
resulted in a successful 


outcome, with Mr Gregg 
agreeing to consider 
darkening the colour of 
the stone facings from 
phase two onward. The 
managing director also 
agreed with Mr Cairns’ 
request for ongoing 
discussions with the resi¬ 
dents’ group so that they 
can listen to the voice 
of the community as 
construction continues. 

Mr Cairns said: “Em 
really pleased with 
the outcome of this 
meeting and would like 
to thank Mr Gregg for 
agreeing to meet with 
us. Engagement with the 
community is vital, espe¬ 
cially when developing 
housing on the scale 
seen at Darren Farm. 

“The Cowbridge and 
Llanblethian Residents’ 
Group are keen to work 
with Taylor Wimpey to 
ensure that the housing 
is built in the most sym¬ 
pathetic way, and Em 
glad that there will be an 
ongoing discussion from 
now onwards. Taylor 
Wimpey will appoint 
someone to liaise 
directly with the group, 
which is a positive step 
in the right direction.” 


AM raises M4 to 
A48 road issue 

SOUTH Wales Central AM Andrew RT 
Davies has spoken in The Senedd to raise 
concerns about the proposed link road 
between the M4 and A48. 

He questioned the necessity of plans to build 
a completely new section of road through 
Pendoylan - including a potential viaduct 
that would slice through residents’ homes. 

He said that at least nine residents are currently 
at risk of losing their homes, while objections to 
the WelTagl consultation were largely ignored. 

He also claimed the decision to prioritise the road, 
hugely unpopular with local residents, over the much 
championed Dinas Powys by-pass was “strange”.

Incidentally, this 
was a plan based on 
estimates relating to 
London and the south 
east of England and bore 
absolutely no relevance 
to any other part of the 
British Isles in either 
application or suitability.

“Lesley would love 
the fact that her family 
continue to campaign 
on this issue. We saw 
for ourselves how this 
horrible disease stole 
her life and stopped her 
from being here today. 

“She has three beau¬ 
tiful grandchildren who 
she doesn’t get to see, a 
husband who pines for 
her and so many people 
who miss her smile and 
love of life.” 

On Facebook Walk 
in her Name has posted 
profiles of inspirational 
people who have been 


affected by or coped 
with cancer. People who 
take part in Walk in her 
Name donate £10 each 
which goes to Ovarian 
Cancer Action.

Police urge vigilance 
after children are 
reportedly approached 
by strangers in area 


OFFICERS are asking residents in 
the Cefn Glas and Bryntirion areas of 
Bridgend to be vigilant following suspi¬ 
cious incidents in which children were 
reportedly approached by strangers. 

On Wednesday, March 20 a girl reported that she 
had been approached by a man in a car while she was 
walking along Llangewydd Road at around 8.45am. 

He is described as being white with grey/black 
hair, in his 30s and was driving a dark coloured car. 

On March 23, a girl reported that while walking 
her dog along Barnes Avenue at around 6.10pm, she 
was approached by a man in a car who asked if she 
wanted a lift. The girl refused and the car left. 

The vehicle is described as a dark red car. The 
man is described as being white, in his 60s, wearing 
glasses, grey hair with short back and sides, and of 
slim build. 

On March 25, a 13-year-old boy has reported being 
approached by a car while walking along Bryntirion 
Hill at around 7.20pm. The car is described as a 


small black vehicle, possibly a Renault Clio. The 
occupants of the vehicle were a woman in her 20s 
and a man in his 30s. 

Ofihcers are continuing to check CCTV in the 
area and will be conducting increased patrols for 
reassurance. 

Local Policing Deputy Inspector Jason Wilcox 
said: “The public are understandably concerned 
about incidents of this nature but I want to reassure 
them that these incidents are being thoroughly inves¬ 
tigated. I would appeal to anyone who witnesses 
anything suspicious or who believes they have 
information which could assist the investigation, to 
contact us via 101 quoting reference 1900099198. 

“I urge parents to make their children aware and 
advise them that if they are approached by strangers 
in vehicles, they should find a safe place and make 
someone they know aware, such as a parent or 
teacher. 

“They should also call us to report it on 101 or 999 
in an emergency.”

Young beekeeper is featured 
in volunteering exhibition 



Art exhibition opens 
in Pontycymer 


A 16-YEAR-old 
beekeeper from 
Bridgend has been 
featured in ‘Being 
the Change’, a 
photography 
exhibition by the 
Wales Council for 
Voluntary Action 
(WCVA), with the 
BAFT A winning 
photographer 
Warren Orchard. 

Dafydd Pett was 
among 11 volunteers 
and charity employees 
to be highlighted in 
the exhibition, hosted 
at WCVA’s event 
gofod3, in Cardiff City 
Stadium, visited by the 
First Minister Mark 
Drakeford and Deputy 
Minister Jane Hurt. 

Beekeeping has been 
in Dafydd’s family 
for over 50 years. His 
grandfather, Mike, was 
a well-known beekeeper 
who founded Pant 
Derwen Apiary. Dafydd 
started beekeeping at 
just 11, with one hive. 
Two years ago Mike 
died, with Dafydd 
inheriting 40 hives. 

Today, the 16-year- 
old remains the 
youngest member of the 
Bridgend and District 
Beekeepers Association. 
Their experienced sup¬ 
port network has been 
invaluable, particularly 
the beginner course that 
Dafydd attended twice 
(he confesses that, quite 
understandably, he 
wasn’t listening the first 
time). 

Dafydd will travel 
to Slovakia in 2019. 

He will be one of three 
Welsh representatives 
at the International 
Meeting of Young 
Beekeepers. He admits 
to being “a bit of a 


tree-hugger” and envi¬ 
ronmentalist, because “a 
third of our food would 
disappear without bees”. 

Under his manage¬ 
ment, the company has 
grown to 70 hives and is 
turning a small profit. 

WCVA commis¬ 
sioned the Bafta Cymru- 
winning photographer 
Warren Orchard, who 
predominantly works in 
the media and advertis¬ 
ing sectors, to showcase 
11 charities and social 
enterprises - all WCVA 
members - in order to 
draw attention to the 
powerful contribution 
of charity workers and 
volunteers across Wales. 

WCVA chief execu¬ 
tive Ruth Marks says: 
“Our exhibition by the 
talented Warren Orchard 
really does reflect the 
humanity and good in 
all of us. These images 
just represent a fraction 
of the thousands of 
people up and down the 
country who make life 
better for their respec¬ 
tive communities.” 

All images were 
taken by photographer 
Warren Orchard who 
predominantly works 
within the media and 
advertising sectors, for 
the likes of Netflix,

Local lifeboat crews 
rescue drunken sailors 


LOCAL lifeboat 
crews made world¬ 
wide headlines 
after they helped to 
rescue three sailors 
who got stranded 
on an island in the 
Bristol Channel. 

The three men, 
Russian, Dutch and 
Phillipine nationals, 
were aboard a cargo ship 
anchored two miles off 
the Somerset coast. 

They had decided to 
go for a pint in Minehead 
using an inflatable din¬ 
ghy, but the tidal surge 
swept them across to 
Barry. 

They attempted a 
return journey to the 
cargo ship at 3.45am on 
Thursday, March 21, but 
were reported missing 
three hours later. 

Lifeboats were 
launched from Barry 
Dock, Penarth, Minehead 
and Bumham-on-Sea and 
a coastguard helicopter

also helped in the search. 

In foggy conditions, 
the men landed on Flat 
Holm Island where a 
volunteer ecologist made 
them porridge and a cup 
of tea. Rescuers found 
them safe, but very cold, 
just before 8.30am. 

A spokesman for 
Penarth Lifeboat said: 


“We went global and 
managed to hit the 
Moscow news. Of 
course, the main thing 
was that the three sailors 
were safe and well. 

“The added bonus is 
that we’ve put Penarth 
on the map and done a 
lot to raise awareness 
of the work the RNLI 
volunteers do.”

THE proposed 
introduction of new 
parking charges 
has been a conten¬ 
tious issue in recent 
weeks and a special 
session of the Vale’s 
environment and 
regeneration com¬ 
mittee on Thursday, 
April 4, will put 
them under the 
spotlight. 

Members of the publie 
are allowed to speak at 
the meeting if they regis¬ 
ter in advance. 

The meeting starts 
at 4.30pm with parking 
issues discussed at 6pm, 
and councillors could 
propose changes to the 
car parking strategy. 
Three hours have been 
allocated to the debate. 

Cllr Vincent Bailey, 
who chairs the commit¬ 
tee, said members of the 
public were welcome to 
attend and make their 
views known. 

He said: “This is the 
last chance to ensure 
that your concerns are 
listened to, and to make 
sure that any plans for 
parking charges don’t 
cause irreparable damage 


- particularly to our 
struggling high streets.

‘Questions to answer over 
J34 link road’, says AM 


RESIDENTS’ con 
cerns about Welsh 
Government plans 
to build a link road 
between the A48 
and M4 Junction 34 
must be addressed, 
south Wales Central 
AM Andrew RT 
Davies has said. 

Mr Davies claimed 
there was a “general 
consensus” among local 
residents that improve¬ 
ments to the existing road 
were required, but that 
the current plans were 
both “disproportionate 
and inappropriate”. 

He questioned the 
necessity of plans to 
build a completely new 
section of road through 
Pendoylan - including 
a potential viaduct that 
would slice through 
residents’ homes. 

At least nine residents 
are currently at risk of 
losing their homes, 
while objections to the 
WelTagl consultation 
were largely ignored. 

He also claimed the 
decision to prioritise the 
road, hugely unpopular 
with local residents, 
over the much cham¬ 
pioned Dinas Powys 
by-pass was “strange”. 

Mr Davies has 
raised concerns in the 
Senedd, pointing out 
the project would only 
go ahead with Welsh 
Government support, 
and that a statement from 


ministers was required. 

Mr Davies said: “Most 
people are in agreement 
that we need better links 
between the M4 and A48, 
but there are legitimate 
concerns over these plans 
and whether they amount 
to a white elephant. 

“There has been 
insufficient engagement 
with local residents 
who only found out 
by chance that a new 
viaduct could be built 
directly on the boundary 


with their properties. 

“This project will 
not go ahead without 
Welsh Government 
backing. Regardless of 
your views on it, it is 
bizarre that it is seem¬ 
ingly being prioritised 
over the Dinas Powys 
by-pass, a hugely popu¬ 
lar proposal, while this 
project has rightly wor¬ 
ried many local people.”

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Sky notes: looking at April skies 


U RSA Major, the great bear, 
(the Plough), the most rec¬ 
ognisable part of the con¬ 
stellation, is now almost overhead. 

The two leading stars (the pointers) show the 
way to our pole star. Draw an imaginary line from 
them downwards towards the northern horizon and 
about halfway down is the pole star. 

Polaris is around 700 light years away and 
perhaps as mueh as 5,000 times as luminous as our 
Sun. The pole star is part of another constellation 
- Ursa Minor - the little bear. It is not as large or as 
striking as the Plough, but does look similar, almost 
like a mini plough. 

Everything revolves around the pole star, 
although due to precession, the current pole star 


did not always hold this status. Many years in 
the future, the celestial pole will lie near the even 
brighter star Vega in the constellation of Lyre. 

In the opposite direction, use the pointers and 
draw an imaginary line down towards the southern 
horizon. About half way down, you will come 
across Leo the Lion. 

The main part always reminds me of a backward 
facing question mark and the full stop is marked by 
a very bright star, Regulus. On the 14th and 15th 
of the month, the Moon lies close to Regulus and 
should help identify the constellation. 

When the Moon is out of the way, use a pair of 
binoculars to help identify a couple of bright stars. 
Gamma, half way up the question mark and Mu, at 
the top of the question mark. They will both have a 
lovely orange hue. 


While we are looking at the colour of different 
stars, go back to the plough, locate the end star 
opposite the pointers and draw an imaginary line, 
this time in the shape of a curve, and you will find 
Arcturus, the brightest star in the constellation of 
Bootes. 

Arcturus is one of the brightest stars in the 
sky and even your naked eye should show up its 
distinct orange colour. Binoculars will confirm this. 
Arcturus lies quite close to us and is much more 
luminous than our Sun. Use the Moon to help you 
locate the planet Venus in the morning sky on the 
2nd, Jupiter in the morning of 23rd and 24th and 
Saturn in the morning of 25th and 26th.

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On the right track with Speed of Sight 


THE conditions were 
bright, dry, and crisp, 
perfect for the recent visit 
to Llandow Circuit by the 
charity Speed of Sight, 
which was on its third visit 
to Llandow, and the first 
in the 2019 season of track 
days at circuits across the 
UK. 

Founded by Mike Newman - 
eight-time World Record holder, 
including seven Guinness World 
Records - who is the fastest 
blind man on the planet on land 
and water, Speed of Sight offers 
tutored track and driving experi¬ 
ences to people of all ages with a 
range of disabilities. 

One of those taking part was 
‘Joseph’. Going on 13 and accom¬ 
panied by his stepfather ‘Andrew’. 

The young man was clearly 
excited by the prospect of taking 
out a dual-control, automatic rac¬ 
ing car. 

Before his drive, he said: “I 
can’t believe I’m going to drive 
a real racing car! I drove small 
cars at Legoland and reversed my 
stepdad’s MX5 down the drive 
(Andrew was quick to point out 
that it took place on a private road, 
the engine was off, and his hand 
was on the handbrake the entire 
time), but I am going to drive a 
real car!” 

Every good track day begins 
with brekker of a bacon sandwich 
and a mug of builder’s, and the 
cafe at the track provided a first- 
class one for all concerned. 

After a safety briefing, Joseph 
picked the car he wanted to drive. 


a white Lotus 7-style car - called 
Simon, after one of Mike’s guide 
dogs - with, coincidentally, an 
MX5 chassis and engine. 

Seated in the cockpit next to his 
instructor, Phil, Joseph first put 
on a balaclava, then helmet, while 
Mike strapped him in. 

And then they were off, slowly 
at first but gaining speed on each 
successive lap. 

“I can’t see him,” began 
Andrew of the car on the far side 
of the 1.45-kilometre track, “but I 
can hear Joseph - and Phil - get¬ 
ting faster and faster all the time.” 

Joseph’s 20 minutes came to 
an end, and, as he drove into the 
pit lane, he was received with 
tumultuous applause. 

“It was GREAT!” said Joseph, 
beaming and bounding out of the 
car, “just great! Can I come back 
to do it again?” 

Speed of Sight has just a couple 
of full-time staff and relies on 
volunteers at its HQ in Bolton 
near Manchester and at the circuits 
it visits. 

Afterwards, talking with 
Andrew and volunteers, and just 
before a group of pupils from a 
local special school arrived, they 
gave an insight into what it means 
to them. 

“I am unbelievably proud of 
Joseph,” began Andrew, “week 
on week he is developing beyond 
the levels some thought he could, 
and experiences like this - he will 
probably never live independently, 
let alone be able to drive - don’t 
make him exceptional in the wider 
world, but rather make him ‘nor¬ 
mal’, doing things that perhaps the 
rest of us take for granted. 


“That is what makes his mother 
and me so proud.” 

Volunteers echoed these senti¬ 
ments, adding that the confidence 
boost it gives, and the change 
it can make in a person, can be 
extraordinary. 

One volunteer said: “I know of 
a young man, ‘Paul’, who couldn’t 
go anywhere without a toy ani¬ 
mal, which he used as a form of 
comfort. 

“We told Paul that he couldn’t 
hold his toy and drive, so he had to 
leave it with us. He was reluctant 
at first, but gave it to us and 
drove, taking it back afterwards. 
However, the next track day Paul 
came on, he put the toy down 
without being asked, and the next 
track day after that, he didn’t bring 
the toy and his parents said he 
didn’t rely on it any longer. 

“It seems like so little, but 
really it’s such progress and such 
a life-changing achievement. It’s 
pretty humbling to be part of it.” 

Speed of Sight will return to 
Llandow Circuit on July 30 and 
31 (Tuesday and Wednesday), and 
some spaces are still available. For 
further information, visit www.

A masterpiece? Us is a 
bravura and exceptional 
piece of filmmaking... 


C hances 

are if you 
had heard 
of Jordan Peele 
before 2017, it 
was through his 
comedy partner¬ 
ship with Keegan- 
Michael Key. 

However, all that 
changed after Peele’s 
Get Out, a satirical¬ 
ly-charged horror, 
wowed audiences and 
critics alike, bagging 
Peele an Academy 
Award for Best Original 
Screenplay into the 
bargain, and building 
anticipation for his 
follow-up. 

That finally arrives 
in Us, a film which tells 
the story of a family led 
by Lupita Nyong’o’s 
Adelaide and Winston 
Duke’s Gabe, who are 
on vacation in Santa 
Cruz. When they are 
accosted in their home 
by four doppelgangers 
intent on causing them 
harm, it sets in motion 


events that leave the 
family in a state of 
shock and trying to stay 
one step ahead of the 
trouble that lies in store 
for them... 

Given that Get Out 
was Jordan Peele’s 
directorial debut, it 
belied the smarts and 
savvy of a writer-direc¬ 
tor who was comforta¬ 
ble using genre tropes 
to speak out about 
social concerns. 

The gigantic success 
of that film means 
that Us comes with 
an incredible amount 
of hype, yet it takes 
the tone and style of 
Get Out and shows 
ambition, growth and an 
impeccable confidence 
- it isn’t hyperbole to 
suggest that this film is 
one of the most power¬ 
ful and unsettling films 
of the last few years. 

Peele’s background in 
comedy means that his 
work comes leavened 
with a dark humour and 
Us is no different; it’s a 
disservice to label it as a

horror-comedy, making 
it sound trite, but this 
is a film that manages 
to be brutal yet human, 
that blackly comedic 
streak running through 
the film throughout. 

While Get Out was 
a comment on race in 
America, Us seems 
to be Peele passing 
comment on living in a 
world where atrocities 
and the human capacity 
to be shocked by them 
or to be caught up in 
them grows ever bigger. 

It’s a clever trick 
that many directors 
and writers use, to take 
big themes but present 
them through the lens of 
genre filmmaking, and 
Peele gets this spot on; 
look for the allegories 
and they’re there, 
making it an intelligent 
and deep piece of work; 
yet choose to look 
purely at the surface 


and you have a chilling 
and primal horror film, 
one that comes wearing 
the influences of such as 
Alfred Hitchcock, The 
Twilight Zone (a mod¬ 
em version of which 
Peele is executively 
producing) and slasher 
films and giving them a 
little twist. 

There is a visual 
ambition, a narrative 
scope that is bold and 
Peele shows incredible 
confidence and assured¬ 
ness to make something 
so compelling, so rich 
in detail. He has a cast 
that are all incredible, 
Lupita Nyong’o 
especially inspired as 
Adelaide and, as the 
story progresses, her 
doppelganger. 

To delve any deeper 
would provide reveals 
that are best experi¬ 
enced in the cinema 
rather than being read in 
a review, but Nyong’o, 
Winston Duke, Shahadi 
Wright Joseph and 
Evan Alex (the family 
unit who are overrun) 
all shine brightly 
with some stunning 
performances. 

Nyong’o, however, 
is the star of the show, 
the talented actress han¬ 
dling all the emotions 
and delivering a thor¬ 
oughly powerful, and 
at times jaw-dropping, 
performance. 

You could be slightly 
cold-hearted and sug¬ 
gest that Us lacks any 
real scares; that, when 
push comes to shove, it 
becomes maybe a little 
too genre-based given 


Peele’s ambitions, but 
to bemoan these slight 
flaws means not looking 
at the bigger picture. 

That picture is one 
that, drawn by Peele, 
makes Us something so 
much more: a film that 
transcends genre, that 
realises its aim of being 
more than just a mere 
chiller thriller; Peele has 
made a film that over¬ 
shadows the incredible 
Get Out and, just two 
films in, reinforces the 
hope that we have found 
another filmmaker who 
has the talent to balance 
thrill with intelligence, 
spectacle with social 
conscience. 

VERDICT: A 
film that lingers long 
afterwards, that is 
brutal, bonkers, primal 
and unsettling. Us is a 
triumph for writer-di¬ 
rector Jordan Peele, 
proof both that Get Out 
was no fluke, and also 
that he has the capacity 
and potential to be one 
of the smartest and 
compelling directors in 
modem cinema. 

The cast are all 
superb, most notably 
Lupita Nyong’o’s 
exceptional turn, and 
this is a film that is 
layered and dense, yet 
moves with graceful 
and powerful ease - a 
masterpiece? Perhaps. 
Essential viewing.

Say it with scones 
on Mother’s Day 


AFTERNOON tea 
at a fancy hotel or 
cafe is a lovely treat 
for any mum on 
Mother’s Day but 
it can be expensive, 
especially if all the 
family want to join 
in. 

Why not surprise her 
with afternoon tea made 
at home and served 
direct to the sofa? For 
the perfect ‘thank you’ 
on a plate, these scones 
are perfect. 

You will need: 450g 
self-raising flour; 2 level 
tsp baking powder; 
50g caster sugar; lOOg 
butter, softened and cut 
into pieces; 2 free-range 
eggs; a little milk; sul¬ 
tanas or chopped glace 
cherries (optional). 

Method: 1 .Preheat the 
oven to 220C/200C fan/ 
Gas 7 and place in two 
baking trays. 

2. Put the flour and 
baking powder in a large 
bowl. Add the butter and 
rub in with fingertips 
until the mixture resem¬ 
bles fine breadcrumbs. 
Stir in the sugar. 

3. Lightly beat the 
eggs in a measuring 
jug and add enough 
milk to make the total 
liquid 300ml/10 fl.oz. 
Stir the egg and milk 
into the flour mixture 



- you might not need it 
all - and mix to a soft, 
slightly sticky dough. 

4. Turn out dough 
onto a lightly floured 
surface, knead lightly 

- being careful not to 
overwork the dough 

- and add sultanas or 
cherries, if using. Roll 
out the dough to about 
2cm thick. 

5. Using a 5cm/2in 
fluted cutter, cut into as 
many rounds as possible. 
Brush the tops with any 
leftover egg/milk mix¬ 
ture or extra milk. 

6. Place the scones on 
the hot baking sheets and 


bake for approximately 
10 minutes, until pale 
golden and well risen. 
Cool on rack. 

7. To serve, split the 
scones and serve with 
jam and a dollop of clot¬ 
ted cream. 

The scones can be 
served with small sand¬ 
wiches and tea/Prosecco, 
depending on the prefer¬ 
ence of the mother. 

Don’t forget that pres¬ 
entation is everything, 
so use pretty china cups 
and plates - and make 
sure you wash the dishes 
afterwards!

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A call for veterans to mark 
the 75th anniversary 
of the ItaUan campaign 


PACT in the Vale 


VETERANS from 
World War Two 
who fought in the 
Italian campaign 
are being invited 
by the travel arm 
of the Royal British 
Legion to take part 
in special 75th anni¬ 
versary journeys of 
remembrance. 

Veterans who fought 
in Italy ean opt for a tour 
to either Monte Cassino 
and Salerno, or Monte 
Cassino and Anzio; a spe- 
eial tour to the National 
Memorial Arboretum is 
also on offer for those 
unable to travel overseas. 
The Treasury is enabling 
these free-of-eharge 
tours, whieh are funded 
by LIBOR fines, and will 
enable a World War Two 
veteran to return with a 
family member and earer. 

The Italian campaign 
proved to be a major 
turning point in World 
War Two but was also 
one of the hardest-fought 
battles. The allies came 
under heavy artillery fire 
and at times were knee- 
deep in mud and snow. 
Fortunately, in May 
1944, the allies prevailed. 



This year marks the 75th 
anniversary of the Italian 
campaign and the Royal 
British Legion is inviting 
veterans, who are now in 
their 90s, back to Italy to 
honour fallen comrades. 

Nichola Rowlands- 
Smith, head of travel. 
Royal British Legion, 
explained: “The Italian 
campaign seems to 
be less well-known in 
the nation’s history 
than other battles such 
as D-Day, yet it was 
another pivotal turning 
point in bringing to an 
end World War Two. 

“We have a wonderful 
opportunity to take back 


those who fought, for 
them to pay their respects 
to fallen comrades, meet 
fellow veterans and 
lay old ghosts to rest.” 

The five-day Italian- 
based tours will include a 
service of remembrance 
at the Cassino war cem¬ 
etery plus visits to Anzio 
war cemetery, Salerno 
Commonwealth war 
cemetery and the Beach 
Head war cemetery. 

The tour will also 
take in significant battle 
sites, such as the Monte 
Cassino Abbey, as well 
as visits to local tour¬ 
ist locations. Veterans 
heading to the National 


Memorial Arboretum will 
take part in a four-day 
tour staying at the Hilton 
St Georges Park Hotel 
in Burton-upon-Trent. 
The tour will include a 
service of remembrance 
as well as visits to 
Cannock Chase ceme¬ 
tery and Staffordshire 
Regiment Museum. 

The Royal British 
Legion has been running 
LIB OR-funded tours for 
the past five years. The 
tours are now available 
for all veterans who 
served in World War Two 
and this year will be run¬ 
ning journeys of remem¬ 
brance to Normandy, 


Berlin, Holland and Italy.

Lola Pike: Lola has been unwell since she was a 
baby and has suffered from physical and medical 
conditions, but never complains and always has a 
smile on her face, despite facing daily challenges. 

Lola has recently started at a specialist school 
and has taken to it very well. She understands that 
she is a little different from other children and that 
she sometimes needs extra help. 

Daley Chapman: 17-year-old Daley was part 
of the Vale Youth Cabinet from 2016-2019 and 
Vale of Glamorgan Deputy Youth Mayor twice 
(2016/2017-2017/2018). Daley started at The 
Premier League Kicks project as a participant in 
2015 and has since become a volunteer coach. 

Daley is committed to his role and manages this 
alongside his studies, in which he is progressing 
ready to start university in September. 

Volunteer of the Year sponsored by GVS 

Janet Rees: Janet created a group called Cwtch 
Cymru for those suffering with depression and 
anxiety. 

The group welcomes everyone, making them feel 
comfortable to be open with their feelings. 

Janet is always looking for ways to promote 
Cwtch Cymru to ensure the service is available for 
those who need it. Last September Janet started a 
second group which runs in the evening, for those 
who could not make the morning group.

On top of 
having a family and a full time job, Phill dedicates 
over 10 hours of his free time each week to teach 
karate on a voluntary basis. 

Phill doesn’t make a penny for his teaching, 
ensuring that they have the best experience possible 
as a part of Barry Kyokushin. 

Nerys Thomas: Nerys has been a volunteer for 
Marie Curie for 15 years and is described as being 
the backbone of her group. Nerys is the treasurer of 
the Penarth fundraising group and organises a twice 
yearly quiz involving 30 teams, and is the caretaker 
for the collection and ‘daffodil boxes’. Nerys not 
only raises money, but is also an ambassador for 
the charity completing four Marie Curie overseas 
treks. 

Teacher of the Year sponsored by West Quay 
Estates and Lettings 

Ian Piekielniak: Mr P, as he is known, teaches 
drama at Whitmore High School. He has been 
described as being kind, caring and hilarious. Mr P 
is an inspiration to his pupils and goes above and 
beyond with dedication and professionalism. 

Kirsty Berry: Miss Berry is a popular teacher at 
St Cyres School in Penarth. Miss Berry has been 
described by a pupil as going above and beyond in 
her role.

Sarah Morris: Sarah is a learning support assis¬ 
tant at Gwenfo Church in Wales Primary School.

With Sarah’s help, the pupil has made a 
breakthrough both physically and mentally.

Home Education Barry: HEB - Home Education 
Barry offers help and support to those who cur¬ 
rently, or intend to, home educate their children. 

The group meet weekly to interact with other home

Community Event of the Year sponsored by

The Neil Lewis Memorial Concert: The concert 
was started in 2009 by Rhys Lewis, in memory 
of his late father Neil, a folk musician who found 
fame in the ‘70s working with Max Boyce. The 
event involves local bands coming together to 
perform free of change, raising £15,000 for local 
charities. 

Santa Fun Run: The Santa Fun run started in 
2016 as part of the Barry Town Council mayoral 
programme of events and is aimed at families, 
children, adults, able bodied and disabled. In that 
year over 400 people participated and it has now 
doubled in size, raising £3,000 for local charities. 

Llantwit Major Pride: Major Pride took place 
on September 1, 2018 in Llantwit Major. It was 
the first ever Pride event to be held in the Vale. 
Organised in just six weeks, it brought together the 
young and old, townsfolk and rural communities 
alike to celebrate love, respect and togetherness. 

Sports Star of the year sponsored by Cariad Cafe

Josh Cook: Josh is a member of YMCA Barry 
Gymnastics Club and has this year become the 
Welsh Senior Men’s All-Around Champion despite 
being the youngest senior gymnast. Josh’s perfor¬ 
mance at the London Open in September resulted 
in him being invited to train with the British Top 
Squad alongside Britain’s Olympic gymnasts. 

Jeff Robinson: Jeff is an RAF veteran who 
served in six different war zones, specialising in 
Close Protection duties. A motorcycle accident left 
him with paralysis from the chest down, but despite 
this, he competed in the 2017 and 2018 Invictus 
Games where he went to win silver medals as part 
of the UK Wheelchair Rugby team. 

Morgan Thomas: At the age of three, Morgan 
suffered a brain virus which left him having to 
learn how to walk and talk again, leaving him 
with balance and concentration issues growing up. 
Despite this, Morgan is achieving in athletics with 
the 100 metre sprint, he is currently 11.23 seconds 
and improving all the time. 

Sporting Achievement of the Year sponsored by 
Sully Sports and Social Club 

Peter Haysham: Peter, a former YMCA Barry 
Elite and Commonwealth Games gymnast, is the 
current Welsh national coach for Male Artistic in 
Wales. Pete is the personal coach of two senior 
gymnasts at YMCA Barry, Josh Cook and Iwan 
Mepham who both qualified to represent Wales in 
the 2018 Gold Coast Commonwealth Games under 
his guidance. 

Gavin Chesterfield: Gavin has been the manager 
of Barry Town United Football Club for over a 
decade, leading them to multiple promotions and 
championships against all odds, while setting up a 
thriving academy and growing the club to over 600 
playing members. In November 2018, he reached 
his 400th game as manager. 

Chloe McBratney: Chloe was diagnosed visually 
impaired with bilateral optic nerve hypoplasia and 
is registered blind. She started playing football age 
five, along with various other sports including bas¬ 
ketball, in which she gained caps for Wales. Chloe 
is a volunteer coach with Barry Town Pan Disabilty 
and is currently undertaking her B licence. 

Making a Difference through Business sponsored 
by the Glamorgan GEM 

High Street Traders: The High Street Traders 
Association is a group of business owners from the 
High Street shopping quarter who organise a series 
of events that don’t just benefit themselves and the 
shopping area, but the community in which they are 
located. Members of The High Street Traders give 
their own time to organise and attend events. 

Holton Road Traders: The Holton Road Traders 
Association organises events which are aimed at 
the local community. The events are organised by 
traders on top of running their businesses, bringing 
local people together and helping promote the 
shopping area, which is currently seeing a decline 
in footfall. Events include a Christmas market 


which gave others the opportunity to experience 
trading in the town centre. 

Cariad Cafe Bar: Cariad Cafe Bar have been 
open for just over a year and in that time its 
owners have made an effort to become a part of the 
community, helping people to raise around £10,000 
for local causes. The owners hold a monthly ‘Jazz 
and Gin night’ and invite local fundraisers to come 
along and hold a raffle to raise money for their 
cause. 

Triumph Over Adversity sponsored by Vale of 
Glamorgan Council 

Rachel Degaetano: Rachel lost her son Chae 
to suicide in 2015 at the age of just 21. Since his 
death, Rachel has worked tirelessly to raise money 
and awareness of mental health, setting up the char¬ 
ity Gobaith. The aim of the charity was to create 
a centre that opens its doors and offers a welcome 
and safe environment to anyone that needs it. 

Soraya Kelly: At the age of 48, Soraya was 
diagnosed with grade three breast cancer. During 
her recovery, Soraya set up #TheGlovesAreOn 
campaign and later The Soraya Kelly Foundation to 
raise awareness of the importance of early detection 
of the disease while raising money for various 
causes. Since May 2018, Soraya has aheady raised 
over £16,500 for local causes. 

Charlotte Feldmeier: Despite suffering abuse 
herself, Charlotte devotes her time to promoting 
human welfare awareness, through providing 
physical and emotional support and social reforms. 
Charlotte helps the most vulnerable in society 
providing resources - including food, clothing, sup¬ 
plies, advocacy - acting as a liaison with agencies 
and authorities researching. Her autobiographical, 
self-help book titled Soul Murder, was released 
with 200 copies free of charge. 

Bro Radio’s Good Egg Award sponsored by 
HRA Accounting. 

Ela Gamgee: Ela is a member of Billboard 
Ensemble and has recently started a theatre com¬ 
pany called High Voltage, a drama group for peo¬ 
ple with special needs. The club has helped many 
individuals gain confidence and take part in the 
shows they have already put on in their first year. 
Ela is said to be an inspiration who goes above and 
beyond for the community. 

Steve Blackman: Steven started Dementia 
Friendly Cowbridge together with Liz George 
(then Mayor) when he was president of Cowbridge 
Rotary Club. He now chairs DFC which works with 
the Alzheimer’s Society to establish Cowbridge as 
a dementia friendly community. DFC runs sessions 
to help people become more aware of the needs of 
those living with dementia, and run two monthly 
cinema shows, activity afternoons and curry 
evenings. 

Nicky Vickery: Nicky is volunteer garden 
manager at Gibby Green Fingers and also runs her 
own garden maintenance business. She helps young 
children in Gibbonsdown earn time credits through 
regular litter picking sessions. She works with 
people with learning difficulties, helping several 
to gain work experience at Gibby Green Fingers. 
Nicky is described as one of a kind and an old 
school community champion. 

Last, but by no means least, the Vale Homework 
Club. 

Cath Watkins created the Vale Homework 
Support Club over seven years ago with two others. 
The club helped children in Rhoose and eventually 
supported those living in rural Vale. Initially the 
club started with six children and has since grown 
to support over 250. 

This leads to the Special Recognition Award. 

During the nomination period, Bro Radio 
received multiple nominations for Cath Watkins, an 
individual who worked tirelessly to support those 
struggling in education in the village of Rhoose. 

Cath created the Vale Homework Support Club 
over seven years ago and spent hours preparing 
work. Support was also offered to parents using the 
club and they were encouraged to understand the 
children’s homework by offering continuous edu¬ 
cation for adults. Always showing professionalism, 
encouragement and passion, parents became friends 
and the children were enthusiastic to attend club 
and see their Auntie Cath. 

After hearing so many individual stories about 
Cath and the Homework Club, Bro Radio’s staff 
were devastated to hear that she passed away in 
December after battling cancer since 2004. 

The decision was made to recognise, posthu- 
moulsy, Cath at Bro Radio’s Community Awards 
with a special recognition award celebrating her 
work. 
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Records smashed 
in Big Farmland 
Bird Count 


A FANTASTIC 
effort from farmers 
have helped secure 
a best-ever year for 
the Big Farmland 
Bird Count 
(BFBC). 

Results show 1,400 
people - a 40 per eent 
inerease on last year - 
reeorded 140 species 
over one million acres 
in the Game & Wildlife 
Conservation Trust 
(GWCT) initiative 
which took place 
between February 8 to 
17. Encouragingly, a 
total of 30 red-listed 
species were recorded, 
with five appearing in 
the most-commonly 
seen species list. 

These included field¬ 
fares, starlings, house 
sparrows, yellowham- 
mers and song thrushes, 
with the first four seen 
by over 30 per cent of 
the farms taking part. 

The five most abun¬ 
dant birds seen were 
woodpigeons, starlings, 
lapwings, black-headed 
gulls and rooks. A total 
of 148,661 were found, 
making up nearly 
50 per cent of the 
total number of birds 
recorded. 

In Wales, 61 farmers 
took part recording 93 
species across 25,172 
acres. The most-com¬ 
monly seen species 
were blackbird, blue tit, 
carrion crow, robin and 
great tit. A total of 20 
red-listed species were 
recorded. 

“It’s brilliant to see 
an increase in the num¬ 
ber of participants,” 
said Jim Egan, who has 
co-ordinated the count 
for the past six years. 
The fact that in many 
cases, farmers and 
birders have worked 
together and inspired 
each other shows the 
power of sharing our 
skills and knowledge. 
Congratulations to 
everyone involved.” 

The average farm 
size of those taking part 
was 739 acres, with 66 
per cent growing arable 
crops, 52 per cent 
having beef or sheep, 
and 13 per cent grow¬ 
ing field vegetables. 
There were also dairy 
farms, horticulture 
units, poultry producers 
and pig producers 
submitting counts. The 
survey areas included 


important environ¬ 
mental features such 
as hedges, woodland 
ponds, grass margins, 
ditches and trees. 

Minette Batters, 
president of the NFU, 
the main sponsor of 
the count, said: “It is 
often unappreciated that 
many farmers provide 
habitats and additional 
feeding for birds during 
the winter months. The 
Big Farmland Bird 
Count is a fantastic way 
for farmers to record 
the birdlife found on 
their farms. That is why 
I was really pleased that 
the NFU could sponsor 
this year’s count and 
that so many more 
farmers took part.” 

“I’d like to thank 
all those farmers who 
braved Storm Erik on 
launch day to carry 
out the count despite 
driving rain and strong 
winds.” 

CLA vice-president 
Mark Tufnell said: “I 
am delighted to hear 
that 1,400 farmers, 
including many CLA 
members, took part this 
year. We saw and heard 
three pairs of grey 
partridges during our 
lookout, which was a 
real joy. It’s one of the 
privileges of farming.” 

The BFBC was 
launched in 2014 to 
highlight the positive 
work done by farmers 
and gamekeepers in 
helping to reverse the 
decline in farmland 
birds. The count offers 
a simple means of 
recording the effect of 
any conservation work 
currently being insti¬ 
gated by farmers and 
gamekeepers on their 
land, such as scatter 
feeding birds through 
winter or growing crops 
specifically to provide 
seed for birds. 

The GWCT would 
like to extend its 
thanks to NFU for 
sponsoring the BFBC, 
which it delivered in 
partnership with FWAG 
Association, LEAF, 
CLA, Kings and NFU 
Scotland.

an inviting space 
for veterans of the 
Armed Forces, 
emergency services 
and Reservists 
across the Vale 
of Glamorgan 
has received a 
helping hand 
from Tarmac’s 
Aberthaw plant.

HISTORY could 
be on the horizon 
this weekend, as 
Barry Town United

ground, and with it, a 
fourth Welsh Cup in the 
history of the Jenner Park 


club. 

However, TNS pre¬ 
vailed in the teams’ most 
recent Welsh Cup meet¬ 
ing, coming from behind 
to win a fourth round tie 
5-2 at Jenner Park in the 
2015-16 season. 

Both Barry goalscorers 
that day, Jordan Cotterill 
and Drew Fahiya, are 
expected to be part of 
Chesterfield’s squad in 
Newtown this weekend, 
while the likes of Paul 
Morgan, Lewis Cosslett 
and Troy Greening were 
all involved when the 
club last appeared in a 
Welsh Cup semi-final, 
again at Latham Park, six 
years ago. 

A place in the UEFA 
Europa League quali¬ 
fying rounds awaits the 
tournament winners, 
with holders Conn ah’s 
Quay tackling Cardiff 
Met in Sunday’s second 
semi-final. 

Barry’s tie with TNS 
kicks off at 7.30pm this 
Saturday, with admission 
via the turnstiles on the 
night only £8 (adults),
